ANNUAL MEETING OF IRISH 
ASSOCIATION. 


La 


and Stationers’ Association held its annual 
general meeting in the Cabin Café, Talbot 
street, Dublin, Jast night, Mrs. EK, Parsons, 
chairman, presiding. 

The annual report stated that the Associa- 
tion continued to make progress both 
financially and numerically. 
early stage the insurance scheme, which 
had been in operation since Ist January, 1929. 
has shown results that have more than 
justified the optimism shown by the. Com- 
mittee.in recommending the scheme. Over 
100 members had been enrolled. 

The Association now claimed to have repre- 
sentation throughout the whole country. 
During the year over 200 applications were 
received for new openings, and after very 
careful consideration and inspections only 
seven were granted. i 

The Censorship Bill, which was due this 
year, had occupied the Committee consider- 
ably, and deputations waited on the Minister 
in charge to ensure that the newsagents’ 
interests were not overlooked. 

Moving the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman said that the balance sheet showed 
a credit balance of about £100. Owing to 
sore recent cases of distress the Committee 
had decided to allocate the profits from their 
whist drive to founding a benevolent fund. 

Mr. D. J. Bridgeman seconded the motion. 


; Mr. J. J: Hart, supporting the motion, said 


that he believed that the year 1929 would be 
the turning point in the history of the Asso- 
ciation.. He congratulated the Committee an 
laying sound foundations for. their future 
development, and should be | ‘of it. 
Mr. F. O'Malley, erganisig secretary, said 
that in the matter of “ ae oy openings" 
they were worse off in Dublig than in any 
other city in the United Kingdom. á 

Mr. J. Garnett said that retailers in Water- 
ford were badly in need of organising, and 
he hoped their position would have the atten- 
tion of the new Committee. Their difficulties 
in Dublin and district were mainly with the 
street traders. He suggested that the street 
traders should be organised, and if that were 
done he believed trouble from that source 
would cease.

UNSOLD COPIES. 


Mr. Bridgeman, returning thanks to the 
meeting for electing him as hon, secretary, 
said that at the present moment one of the 
big English newspaper combines was refusing 
to take back unsold copies. He appealed to 
the newsagents to get together, as he wanted 
to be able to tell that combine that, if they 
did not act reasonably, the Irish traders. 
would take up their challenge and tel] them 
to keep their papers. He would like that 
combine to understand that the Irish traders 
could - live “without these papers. If only 
forty or fifty traders refused to handle this 
combine's publications for a fortnight they 
would quickly realise that business was 
meant. 

To those who were responsible for the 
Censorship Bill he would say that they must 
have the co-operation of the trade in running 
that bill when it became law, 

Mr. Alexander Taylor, Chairman of 
Northern Ireland Association, Belfast, said 
that the newsagents had got to impress upon 
wholesalers, especially upon producers and 
publishers, that the newsagents were an in- 
dispensable part of the Press. Without their 
co-operation the publisher could do very little. 
They must ask producers and publishers to 
recognise that the distributors must be con- 
sidered. - These concerns must support the 
newsagents in avoiding an undue multipli- 
cation of shops. The newsagents could not 
do that unless they were in a position to 
impress upon those people that the Associa- 
tion spoke for a big united body.

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(By EMILY DOWLING.)

_ 1 had all this in mind as our train 
jo came to an end in the’ West, and 
we looked about for the car that was to 
convey us to our destination a few miles 
away. The journey in the third-class 
Carriage from Dublin had been tiresome 
enough. Our limbs were stiff, and, while 
our heads were hot, the rest of our bodies

REPRISALS THREAT SAVES 
OFFICER’S LIFE. 


Lord Halsbury, speaking at a League 
of Nations meeting in Kensington last 
night, told how the threat of reprisals 
saved the life of a British officer who was 
under sentence of death by the Germans. 

At Christmas, 1916, he said, he hap 
to be with a squadron of aeroplanes in the 
Vosges. The Germans had just captured 
a British captain in the same circum- 
stances in which Captain Fryatt was taken, 
and they had condemned him to be shot. 

“TI got orders direct from the Admiralty 
to load up all machines, and be ready to 
go over the nearest German town, and 
bomb men, women and children if the 
execution was carried out. ‘Those orders 
from the Admiralty were allowed to leak 
out in Berlin. man was not shot, 
but he would have been if we had not 
been ready to carry out the threat.”’

Victorian Treasures. 


It is curious how the once-despised 
objets d’art of Victorian times are now 
coming back into favour again. A new 
lure for the collector is the acquisition of 
trays, inkstands, boxes, etc., made of 
papier-maché, which enjoyed a great 
vogue about one hundred years ago. The 
early pieces, which were simple in “ie © 
and very pleasing, were painted by 
artists such as Raven, Bird, and Voss; 
then, about 1830, Joseph Booth introduced 
shell decoration, and Oriental designs of 
temples and pagodas were employed. But 
though papier-mAché is regarded as 
Victorian, it is in reality a much older 
art. Jt was well known in China at an 
early date, and the helmets of Japanese 
soldiers were made of the substance 
associated with tea-trays of the ‘forties. 


A Dublin Convent. 


People walking along Ranelagh road 
will notice, almost under the railway 
bridge, a tall iron gate, which bears in 
gilt letters the name of St. Joseph’s 
Carmelite Conyent. There is an inter- 
esting piece of loca] history connected 
with this spot, In the 18th century a 
house called Willbrook stood here, 
occupied by the Right Rev. William 
Barnard, successively Bishop of Raphoe 
and Derry. After his death in 1768 it 
was bonght by an organ-builder from 
London, who modelled a house of enter- 
tainment on the lines of the famous 
rtanelagh Gardens in the English capital. 
There was a theatre, and a garden with 
alcoves and bowers for tea-drinkers, and 
a fine band played to the fashionable 
throngs that frequented the place. In 
short, it left its impress on the district in 
the name of “Ranelagh,” which com- 
pletely superseded the origina] name of 
Culleaswood.

| Apples in Armagh. 


In the County Armagh, which has been 
called the “ Apple Garden of Ireland,”’ 
there are many people greatly concerned 
about the future of the orchards and the 

rospects of those who cultivate them. 
Last autumn alone thousands of tons of 
apples went to waste because no market 
could be found for them, and the opinion 
is expressed that if something is not done, 
and that at once, a once profitable in- 
dustry will be lost forever to the country. 

One solution to the trouble lies m the 
establishment of a fruit-canning factory, 
and for some time past such a project has 
been discussed. At the end of last summer 
representative business men from Porta- 
down conferred wita the officials of the 
North of Ireland Ministry of Agriculture, 
and a committee was formed to make in- 
vestigations and to discuss details, and 
within the last few weeks the possibility 
of establishing a fruit-canning industry 
has again been the topic among those 
concerned. 

There are nearly five thousand acres of 
land devoted to apple-growing in 
Armagh, and the growers can only find a 
sale for their first-grade fruit, while the 
second grade—the medium-sized apples— 
which form 50 per cent. of the crop are 
simply so munch waste. While the Govern- 
ment have vigorously advocated the spray- 
ing and pruning of the fruit trees the 
growers have, for the most part, adopted 
the fatalistic attitude and say: “ What 
is the use of tending our orchards and 
producing bigger crops when there is no 
market???’ The result is that all interest 
is being lost, and some people are even 
contemplating “ scrapping ” their orchards 
altogether. Such a step would be a 
calamity, and, if decisive steps are not 
taken promptiy in the matter, one of the 
most valuable industries of the North of 
Ireland will deteriorate as the years go on, 
and finally disappear completely. 


A Xathematical Problem.

When I was out in Kingstown a few 
days ago I heard the sound of music from 
the direction of Upper George's street, 
aud, on making investigations, I found 
the ex-Service men’s band entertaining 
the shoppers and shopkeepers. 

Í stopped for a moment to speak to the 
man who had charge of the collecting box, 
and he told me that they were not doing 
particularly well, although, on the other 
hand, Kingstown people appeared to be 
more charitably inelimed than the folk in 
other suburbs.

In my own experience I have found that 
there are very few professional beggars 
who are ex-Service men, and the latter are 
nearly always above soliciting alms, even 
though they may be in the direst want.

Carnations are cultivated largely, a glass- 
house, measuring 100 feet long by 230 feet 
wide, being devoted to these alone. This is 
a thoroughly modern structure with overhead 
heating specially arranged for the purpose. 
There are 5,200 plants in hands, and of these 
2,200 have heen planted out under the glass. 
All the plants are raised from cuttings, rooted 
and nted out in the house. 

_ Lady Granard takes great personal interest 
in her gardens, and every department— 
flower, fruit and vegetable—receives the most 
scrupulous attention. She has a penchant 
for such colours as pink and mauve, and in 
the arrangement of the flower beds Mr. Boyle.

SAVING THE 
GAELTACHT. 


DEMAND AT A DUBLIN 
MEETING.

NO FAITH IN THE 
POLITICIANS. 


———— 


At a meeting which was convened in 
Dublin last night by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Gaelic League to promote the 
cause of the Irish language, the Rev. 
Malachy McBrennan, Roscommon, said 
that nothing had been done for the people 
of the Galway Gaeltacht by the native 
Government. Anything that had been 
done was done by the old Congested 
Districts Board under the British régime. 

Lord Longford, who also spoke, said 
that if they did not revive the language 
they would cease to be in any sense of the 
word a nation. 

Mr. P. T. McGinley presided, and 
amongst those present were Senator 
Bennett, Lord Longford, Mr. F. Fahy, 
T.D.; Mr. Martin Conlon, T.D.; and 
several clergymen and women 


SAVING THE GAELTACHT. 

The Chairman said that they had assembled 
once more to demand that something be 
done to save the Gaeltacht. Two years ago 
they were there on the same mission, and 
notwithstanding the promises that had been 
made then, nothing had been done for the 
Gaeltacht. The Gaeltacht was bleeding to 
death, and nothing effective had been done 
to save it. They were not asking it on 
eleemosynary grounds, but as a right. They 
asked that the Gaeltacht should be saved, 
because the le of that area had a deposit 
of truth, con oF the national sense, and they 
had a reserve of the national language— 
what was left of it. ‘‘If we are to be a 
nation,” said the speaker, ‘‘ we must speak 
our own language, and therefore it behoves 
Irishmen to do the work of restoring the 
language to normal life.’’ 

They were there to demand that from the 
Government, because the Government were 
the holders of the national purse—possibly 
an empty purse, or the holders of an over- 
draft. (Laughter.) The remedy was con- 
tained in the report of the Gaeltacht Com- 
mission. If the recommendations of that 
Commission were carried out, the Gaeltacht 
would be saved to the nation. A number of 
small industries set up in the Gaeltacht would 
do much to improve the situation of the 
people by giving them the means of earning 
a moderate wage. ‘The political parties, to 
his mind, were not sound on the question 
of the Gaeltacht or the question of the Irish 
language. (Hear, hear.) He observed that 
in the present election campaign in North 
Dablin City neither of the candidates had a 
knowledge of Irish, and that not an Irish 
speaker had addressed any of the 
meetings that were held up to the 
present. That was wrong. in prin- 
ciple, bad tactics, and bad politics. 
The same thing occurred in the recent 
election to the Bonate. Irish-Irelanders had 
no reason to trust either of the parties as 
shown by those elections What the friends 
of the Irish League should do was to stick to 
their guns and demand that the Government 
should do their duty to the language. 


IRISH IRELAND IDEALS. 

Mr. Frank Fahy, T.D., moved a resolution 
to the effect that lreland cannot be considered 
a nation until the people of Ireland are again 
Irish-speaking; it was the most urgent duty 
of this generation to preserve and foster the 
irish language; that the salvation of the 
a depends on the putting into im- 
mediate effect the recommendations of the 
Gaeltacht Commission. 

He said that it was not sufficient to teach 
Irish unless the ag spirit was behind 
that teaching. If Irish in the Gaeltacht was 
allowed to die out the Irish nation would 
perish. Ho had attended a number of Gaelic 
meetings throughout the country during the 
past twelve months, and he had seen great 
crowds at these gatherings. If these great 
crowds of supporters of the Irish languago 
acted together there was no Government that 
could refuse to put the recommendations ot 
the Gaeltacht Commission into effect. . 

We were, he said, stronger than the 
foreigner here, and we have only to exert 
ourselves to ensure that Irish-Ireland ideals 
shall prevail in the administration. This was 
not a party question. It was vital to the life 
of the nation. As an indication of the 
effects of emigration from the Gaeltacht he 
said that he was told in Galway a short 
‘ume ago that there were two parishes there 
in which there had been no marriage 
for over a year. All the young people 
were going to America, and if those who re- 
mained at home exercised their powers the 
Government would have to do what the people 
wanted. It did not matter what Government 
was in power the Irish language should be 
saved, 


A NATIONAL ASSET. 

The Rev. Malachy MacBrennan, of Roscom.- 
mon, said that the Gaeltacht was the greatest 
national asset that we possess, and it should 
be saved by our native Government. ‘The 
people of the Gaeltacht had preserved for 
them all the distinctive marks of nationality, 
without which no country could be called a 
nation, and surely these people should be the 
first care of both Church and State. They should 
be the first care of the Saorstat Government, 
and it should be the first work of a native 
Government to undo the work of the foreigner 
and to restore these people to their national 
inheritance. The Galway Gaeltacht, with 
which he was acquainted, was as nature had 
left it, despite six years of native (iovern- 
ment. Nothing whatever had been done for 
the people by thé native Government, and 
anything that had been done was done by 
the old Congested Districts Board, under the 
British régime. Six years of native Govern 
ment had dashed the hopes of justice and 
realisation which were held out to them. The 
outlook of these pom was towards America. 
Many of them believed that the Gaeltacht 
Commission was a fraud, and, like 
many other Commissions, established 
for the purpose of getting rid of a difficulty, 

One thing he Ne to give the Government 
credit for was the experimental work in 
land reclamation which was done at Clash, 
which was between Oughterard and Costelloe, 
and which was giving agp The 
general legislation that had been passed for 
the farmers of the South of Ireland did not 
suit the requirements of the small farmers 
in the West. A permanent body, such as 
was recommended by the Commission, with 
special powers to deal with the exceptional 
circumstances and the urgent claims of the 
Gaeltacht was an absolute necessity. Unless 
the two parties came together and formed a 
united front against West British ideals he 
feared ‘that there would be no hope for the 
Gaeltacht. They needed a united force of all 
sarties to frustrate the efforts of the ' faith 
ul garrison” who were still in Ireland, and 
still faithful, holding the important positions 
in commerce and industry. 

Mr. P. Hogan, T.D. (Clare), said that the 
Gaeltacht had been neglected, and that the 
population were fleeing from the country 
more than ever they had done in the past. 
The battle-cry of the people should be in 
as “4Ú of the Irish language and Trish civili- 
sation. 

THE REALLY IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

Lord Longford said that he regarded the 
Irish language as the really important ques- 
tion in Ireland to-day—whether they were to 
be an English-speaking or an Irish-speaking 
nation. They were under a perpetual bom- 
bardment of English books, broadcasting, 
etc., and if they did not revive the language 
they would cease to be in any sense of the 


word a nation. | 
“Put English out of Ireland,” cried a

“ [ should be only too glad to put England 
out,” said Lord Longford.

SNIPE OR PHOOKA. 


TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRIQH TIMES, 

Sirn,—I have never read a more charmingly 
accurate and vivid description of the love- 
song of my old friend the snipe than is 
given in your issue of this morning by the 
able pen of the Rev, W. F. A. Ellison, in 
his article on ‘‘ Birds and Irish Legends.” 
In suggesting, however, that this bewitchin 
song—so like the call of a goat or kid tha 
I have sometimes had a difficulty in con: 
vincing a companion during an evening stroll 
that it was not actually one of those animals 
that we were listening to—was ascribed by 
our old Celtic aticestors or predecessors to an 
uncanny source, so that the snipe became 
the origin of that ‘fearsome demon” the 
phooka, Mr. Ellison, 1 confess, seoms to me 
to be encouraging a little unduly the too 
prevalent supposition that the men of by- 
gone\ days were less intimately acquainted 
than Your highly-educated selves with the 
ways /and doings of the birds and beasts 
around them. 

My reason for suggesting that we must 
look elsewhere than to the snipe’s eerie music 
for an explanation of belief in the phooka 
lies in the fact that the snipe has an old 
Irish’ name, ‘‘ Meanndn Aérach,”’ which 
rendered into English, is ' the airy kid.’ 
his name, it will at once be seen, is based 
on the note that Mr. Ellison has so excel- 
lently described; and from it we can as 
easily see that those who bestowed it 
commonly associated the bird with this bleat- 
ing or drumming music. In other words, 
our Celtic ancestors were far too well 
acquainted with the snipe to think of 
ascribing to such a mysterious entity as the 
hooka the remarkable melody that they had 
earned to associate with the bird they called 
the ‘‘airy kid,” ' 

I must add. as a curious fact, that in 
most, of the published lists of the Irish names 
of birds this name, ‘‘ Meannan Aédrach,”” is 
set down as the name, not of the common 
snipe, but of the jack snipe, a bird to which 
it is quite unsuitable, as the jack snipe never 
utters a love-song of any sort in these 
islands, and its music ‘is described by those 
who have heard it within the Arctic circle 
as resembling the clatter of a horse’s hoofs 
along a frozen road. Why a name that must 
originally have been given to the common 
snipe has come to be now assigned to the 
jack (in books, at any rate) I will not 
venture to say; but át may have originated 
in the somewhat loose manner in which 
country people nowadays use the term “ jack 
snipe ” as ugnifying the male of the common 
snipe. Be this as it may, the inappropriate 
name has found its way into all the best 
lists of Irish birds, and is rarely given to its 
rightful owner, to whom it is beautifully 
suitable.—Yours, etc., 3

CROWDS AT LANSDOWNE ROAD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sik,—Il am sure that many Irishmen were 

more than disappointed at the result of the 

international Rugby match played at Lans. 
downe road yesterday—not that they will 
begrudge Scotland her well-deserved victory. 

As the son of a former Lansdowne player, 

and a keen follower of the fortunes of the 

Irish XV. who watched the laying of the 

Twickenham bogey a few weeks ago, may I 

be permitted to ask this question: Could 

Ireland have won if the crowd had allowed 

her to? 

Has not the ground become much too 
small for the huge crowds that now follow 
the Rugby game? Have not the officials of 
the Irish Rugby Football Union slept long 
enough? Should they not march with the 
times and cater for the crowd a bit? 1 
maintain that practically no arrangements 
are made for marshalling the crowd. 
Yesterday I ‘‘ tuned-in’”’ the Dublin Station, 
and, in spite of Morse and atmospherics, 
kept the head-phones jammed to my ears. 


I visualised the scene: a ked ground and 
an Irish victory expected. At about 3.16 
came the announcement of Macpherson’s 


break-away and the adding of the points by 
Dykes; then Davy’s drop-kick, followed by 
Arigho's try. The announcer, at about 35.50, 
told of the referee having to go to the 
Lansdowne road end of the ground, as the 
crowd there had encroached upon the field 
of play. A Scottish friend joined in the 
listening after halftime, when the score was 
7-5 in Ireland's favour. I am sorry to say 
that as high as his spirits rose mine 
drooped; and so Ireland lést. 

Last year I was one of that gallant band 
of supporters which braved the elements 
and crossed over to watch Ireland having to 
admit defeat by England by one point. 
‘The match will go down to history as the 
‘‘hurricane”’ mateh. Although I was a 
ticket-holder and arrived at the ground in 
plenty of time, in company with my father, 
there was not the slightest chance of getting 
to our seais—-no one to show one where to 
go, and the crewd—anywhere! I lost m 
father next, and found myself with my bac 
to the field of play. I could not move for a 
long time until, with a great struggle, I 
managed to get behind the avilion between 
the west covered stand and the uncovered 
stand. There, by a bit of luck, I met an 
official, who had a brain wave. He put me 
between the two teams as they walked out, 
but the crowd at first would not allow them 
on to the field. I eventually did get to my 
seat. Here let me say that many of the 
seats were vacant because the holders could 


not reach them. People without tickets 
appropriated seats, and so the glorious 
muddle went on. No doubt, it happened 


all over again yesterday. 

To make the Lanedowne ground worthy of 
the name of a fine ground, and which could 
hold the crowd in a respectable manner, I 
would suggest that the Irish Rugby Foot- 
ball Union should look for another ground, 
or that the Wanderers should move, and 
one decent up-to-date ground be made out 
of that which now goes to make two club 
grounds. This may . be impossible. How- 
ever, the officials will have to study crowd- 
marshalling a bit more.—Yours, etc.,

RURAL COUNE€IL’S_ DECISION. 


A proposal to connect the existing water 
mains with the Dublin Corporation mains was 
adopted yesterday evening at a meeting of 
the South Dublin Rural District Council, the 
Chairman, Mr. Patrick Nugent, presiding. 

The engineer, Mr. T. B. Byrne, reported to 
the Council on the proposed schemes for a 
water supply to the districts in the rural 
district area not already supplied. Mr. Byrne 
said that the various schemes suggested were 
considered at two conferences with the engt- 
neers of the Dublin Corporation and of the 
Rathmines Urban District Council. It was 
finally agreed that the South Dublin Rural 
District Council be permitted to connect with 
the Corporation mains at Terenure and 
Delphin’s Barn. The maximum supply of 
water from these sources is not to exceed 
one and one-half million gallons per week, 
aud the price to be paid to be the same as 
that now paid to the Rathmines Urban Dis- 
trict Council. It was further agreed that 
this supply is to be for the Kimmage, Tere- 
nure and Crumlin areas. Rathmines water 
from the Bohernabreena reservoir will con- 
tinue to be sapplied to the Crumlin Cross 
and Clondalkin areas. 

This decision of the engineers, Mr. Byrne 
added, was submitted to a conference of the 
chairmen and engineers of the Councils con- 
cerned, the chairman of the City Commis- 
siopers and the chairman of the Rathmines 
Council undertaking to -fecommend the 
scheme to their respective bodies, He was 
unable to state definitely the approximate 
voat of the scheme to the Council, but it 
would not exceed £1,500.

THE LOSS CAUSED BY 
“ PENSIONERS.” 


The value of cow-tesing for the Trish 
farmer was demonetrated in the pepoet of Mr. 
Sands (Supervisor) to the Louth Cow-testing 
Association read at the annual meeting of 
that body in Dundalk, 

The report showed that tests were made of 
more than 350 cows throughout the year, and 
the average value of the milk and butter yield 
of the animals was £15 6s. 2d. The best cow 
in the Association belonged to Mr. Robert 
Morton, of Ravensdale. This was a Short- 
horn Jersey cross, aged 11 years. Her milk 
yield was 12,145 Ibs., with 561 Ibs. butter fat, 
the produce being valued at £31-12s. 3d. The 
worst cow in the Association was a Friesian 
cross, which yielded only 1,907 lbs. of milk, 
with 68 Ibs. of butter fat, and the value of 
the year's produce was only £4 1s. 34. Of 
the cows tested, 32 gave more than a thousand 
gallons of milk in the year, 22 over 900, and 
47 under 600 gallons. There were thus fifty 
‘‘nensioners’’ which did not pay for their 
keep, and it was up to the owners to dispose 
of animals which they were keeping in their 
herds at a loss. If these fifty animals were 
replaced by cows up to the average yield of 
the Association it would represent a gain of 
£500 to the members. The best of the 
heifers in the list gave 11,574 Ibs. of milk, 
with 405 Ibs. butter fet, and this anima! 
belonged to Mr. J. McGuinness, of Newtown 
Darver. 

Mr. Sands said that the cow owners were 
suffering great loss owing to the handicap 
wreught by abortion and the failure to get 
cows in calf. One animal, which last year 
gave more than 10,000 lbs. of milk, slipped 
calf and milked for 24 weeks this year, and 
this represented a of more than £40 in 
that one animal alone. | 

The Chairman (Mr, Russell) said that the 
Agricultural Committee were taking a step in 
the right direction by insisting that premiums 
fur the maximum amount would not be given 
to bulls which did not cost 80 guineas. He

Warfare, with all its horror, seems to con- oe 
back the bleak conditions of old days; for 


tribute in a curious fashion to the greater 
happiness. of mankind; for it is in the 
relief of the multitudes of wounded men 
that surgeons discover means to combat 
the ills that afflict humanity in peace as 
well as in war, Thus the Great War 
brought into being a whole new branch of 
surgery—that which deals with the sym- 
pathetic nervous system. Another great 
advance occasioned by the War was in the 
practice of blood transfusion. Before the 
War transfusion was little known, but the 
technique was developed in the war 
hospitals to such a pitch of perfection that 
the process now is in daily use throughout 
the hospitals of civilised. countries. 
Greatest, perhaps, of war-time triumphs in 
the art of healing was the virtual conquest 
of typhoid fever, In the South African 
War there were over “57,000 cases of 
typhoid fever, and over 8,000 deaths re- 
sulted. Sir Almroth Wright was moved to 
study the possibilities of inoculation 
against this malady. His system of 
vaccination was practised from the outset 
in the British Army in the Great War, but 
not in the French Army until two years 
had passed. Up to the end of October 
in 1916 there were 12,300 deaths from 
typhoid fever in the uninoculated French 
Army ; but up to the end of the War there 
were only 266 deaths from the same disease 
in the British Army. Sir Almroth Wright 
claimed with justice, Sir Berkeley Moyni- 
han said, to have saved two army corps. 
Plague was feared in the Allied Armies 
in 1916, when it was rumoured that the | 
Germans intended to drop bombs laden 
with bacillt. Rats are the great carriers 
Accordingly, cats and 
dogs .were multiplied behind the Allied 
lines in order that they should destroy the 
plague-carrying vermin. Sir Berkeley 
Moynihan suggested that the cat was 
deified in ancient Egypt for the reason 
that where it flourished plague was not. 
The discovery by Sir Ronald Ross of the 
propagation of malaria by the mosquito 
was,an important step in the progress ol 
medical science. “All these problems 
connected with typhus, plague, yellow 
fever,: malaria, and so on, go to show,” 
Sir Berkeley Moynihan said, “that, if it 
were not. for the wit of man, insects would

Courtney of Penwith, a former Deputy- 
Speaker of the House of Commons, died at 
her residence in Cheyne Walk, Chelsea, 
London, yesterday, aged eighty-two years.

Free State Broadcasting, 
Discontent with the Free State’s broad- 
casting system found vigorous expression 
at a meeting in Dublin which 'we reported 
yesterday.

sets, who are numerous, have a decisive 
preference for English apd continental 
They complain that the Dublin 
programmes lack variety, often 
deficient in merit, and refuse stubbornly to 
recognise that the average ‘‘ listener in’”’ 
desires amusement rather than instruction. 
He is apt to grow weary of gramaphone 
records, of language lessons, of songs by 
too familiar artists; and ‘‘ relays’’ from 
ampler and brighter programmes are few 
In part, the Dublin 
station’s weakness is due, no doubt, to a 
comparative poverty of resources; but we 
have suspected another cause—its failure 
to make, and to maintain, vigilant contact 
with the public taste. Our suspicion is 
strengthened by the testimony of Monday's 
meeting. We await with interest the 
official reply to Mr. Desmond McAteer’s 
criticism of the advisory committee which, 
as established by law, is supposed to help.

BRUSSELS, Tueadam, 
In the Chamber to-day the recent publi- 
cation of an alleged Franco-Belgian agree- 
ment formed the subject of two interpel- 
lations to which urgency was conceded. 
M.. Hymans, the Foreign Minister, 
replying immediately on behalf of the 
Government, said that the alleged 
document was published by a newspaper 
noted for its hostility towards Belgium. 
The document was a forgery, he added, 
and had already been formally repudiated 
by the Belgian Government and by the 
French Government. That morning he 
had again denied the alleged acreement 
to the Dutch representative. 


IN HARMONY WITH LOCARNO. 

M. Hymans then explained the mili- 
tary situation as affecting Belgium in 
consequence of its agreement of 1920 with 
France, and pointed out that. it was in 
harmony with the Locarno agreement, 
and only provided for the event of un- 
provoked aggression by Germany. It was 
a purely defensive agreement, and con- 
tained nothing opposed to the pact of the 
League of Nations. 

“The Franco-Belgian agreement,’’ he 
said, -“is. supplemented by understand- 
ings between the two General Staffs, 
which only aim at the defence of the 
country. The document published in 
Holland was a forgery, inspired by the 
wish to prevent improved relations with 
our northern neighbour.” (Applause.) 

The Dutch paper, M. Hymans con- 
cluded, had accepted without verification 
a document forged by an evil-doer. The 
publication of this forgery was evidence 
of systematic hostility to Belgium, and 
was prompted by the wish to prevent 
fresh negotiations with Holland. 


CALUMNIES AGAINST BELGIUM. 

He hoped that the Dutch Government 
would -collaborate with the. Belgian 
Government in establishing the true facts. 
He was confident that the common-sense 
of the Belgian people would refuse to 
believe the calumnies directed against his 
country. 

This remark brought applause from 
most benches, except the Flemish 
Frontists, 

M. Vos (Frontist) pointed out that the 
Franco-Belzian military agreement was 
inimical to a policy of neutrality, and 
asked how would it be possible to prove 
that the document was a forgery. It 
would be dificult to prevent suspicion 
being roused. He sugyested that the de- 
tails of any military understanding with 
France should be published to dispose of 
any doubt, and he submitted a resolution 
to this effect. ; 


ONLY ONE AUTHENTIC DOCUMENT. 


M. Vandervelde, the Socialist leader, 
said that, having read the text of the 
alleged treaty, he could say that it was 
either a huge mare’s nest or a deliberate 
attempt to libel the Government in the 
liope that some mud would stick. If the 
document was genuine, those who signed 
it would deserve to be tried by court- 
martial, but those who did sign the real 
agreement ran no such risk. 

Only one document was authentic; it 
was that of which a copy was deposited 
with the Secretariat of the League. of 
Nations at Geneva. By virtue of this 
agreement each country was at liberty to 
take what military measures it wanted. 
“ But,” said M. Vandervelde, “if a 
second agreement had been adopted to 
complete the first I say we should ‘have 
been guilty of a crime. We are all united 
to reject this suggestion with indignant 
protest.” F 


“ LIARS AND CALUMNIATORS.” | 


“To suggest that’ I, seeing my ante- 
cedents, should have envisaged or prte- 
pared: for war with Holland, Spain and 
Italy, is really going too far. Even, how- 
ever, if armchair strategists had drafted 
some such scheme, I would add that these 
fantastic schemes would not be binding 
upon any Government.

Deep show is still preventing military 
operations, but Amanullah’s control does not 
extend farther than Kalet, where his Minister 
of War is now making his general head- 
quarters, and supply caravans are daily 
bringing what war materia] is available. 

It is generally admitted that Bacha-Sakao 
possesses the real military strength of the 
country. He not only has soldiers, but 
Virtually all the war supplies of the former 
Amanuilah Government, including fifteen 
aeroplanes, most of which are reported to 
have been destroyed, but a few of which are 
known to be operating, spreading propaganda 
for the Kabul usurper. 


NO AEROPLANES. 

Abdul Whabd explained to me-that the 
Afghan aviators were actually against King 
Habibullah—-Bacha-Sakao—but the were 
forced to work for him, as he holds their 
wives, relatives, and friends as hostages dur- 
ing the flights. 

Amanullah has not a single aeroplane. He 
has not even a wireless receiving set 
and has very little methods of communication, 

Until my aeroplane made a special trip for 
him to Herat he did not even know what had 
been happening in this territory for weeks 

Amanullah gave orders to his soldiers at 
Mukdir to fight Bacha-Sakao detachments, 
but they refused, declaring it was now the 
Ramazam (the Moslem fasting month), and 
they refused to fight during that time, and 
would decide what they would do later. 

THE TRIBAL FIGHTING MEN. 

Altogether Amapullah has less than two 
thousand dependable soldiers at Kandahar, 
but this is explained away by the potential 
fighting strength of the tribes, who, I was 
told, are the real masters cf the country. 

Even at Kandahar private citizens walk 
with rifles in their hands in the same way 
as the Englishman carries his walking stick. 

Yet no one apparently knows who he is 
fighting for in the general mix-up. 


TREASON. 

Notwithstanding ex-Knig Amanullah’s 
statements to me, I was privately told that he 
actually abdicated because his entire organisa. 
tion at Kabul was honeycombed with treason. 
I had an example of treason in Kandahar. 
My aeroplane, when the first attempt was 
made to rush the King’s sister and Queen 
Souriya’s father and mother to.Herat, was 
unable to make the trip owing to improper 
petrol. 

The motor became over-heated after a ten- 
minutes’ flight, and the aeroplane was forced 
to return. The passengers were forced to 
return to Kandahar, but the baggage re- 
mained in the aeroplane, 


PILOT’S SEARCH FOR PAPERS. 
One of Amanullah’s trusted pilots, then at 
Kandahar, who was strutting about in a 
dapper leather coat and flying cap, although 
he had no aeroplane, asked me for a cigarette. 
On the excuse that he wanted to smoke 
secretly, which is forbidden during Ramazan, 
he ed into the cabin. Instead of smok- 
ing, he broke open some of the baggage and 
made a frantic search. 
This was observed through the pilot's 
seat. He did not touch the gold money 
there, but was obviously looking for. papers. 


MOVING THE MONEY, .« 


Owing to the precarious situation at Kan- 
dahar, king Amanullah intends to move to 
Herat. His Minister for Foreign Affairs 
has already left, while gold and silver in 
ssession of the King and Government are 
ing daily moved from Kandahar to Herat 
or abroad, so that if further ‘* abdications”’ 
are necessary Amanullah will not find him- 
self destitute. 

Altogether, I understand, Amanullah 
brought about forty-five thousand gold pounds 
with him from Kabal. He discontinued all 

ublic works there, and German engineers at 
andahar have been Waiting some time for 
their salaries. 

I was told at Kandahar that although the 
King lacks war materials and troops, lack of 
money is the only serious handicap, as the 
war with England a few years ago showed 
that the warlike tribesmen were able to with- 
stand any attack of regular soldiers, and all 
that was necessary to purchase the support 
of the tribes was money, 


DELEGATIONS TO THE KING. 

While feverish preparations are being made 
to move the G.H.Q. to Herat, huge delega- 
tions are daily coming into Kandahar to 
pledge the support of their districts to 
Amanullah’s cause. 

In the Assembly Hall of the Palace 
over my guest room conferences were being 
held daily. With the heads of the various 
tribes, all in Afghan costumes, crouching 
around the floor in circles, sAmanaullah, 
attired in modern military unjform, paced up 
and down explaining to them the situation 
and asking them if Afghanistan can accept 
a common robber as King. 

Without exception all ate with Amanullah, 
dipping their fingers in a common bowl, which 
is still a sign el complete allegiance.

NEARLY 700 PERSONS 
EVACUATED. 


“Tug Times’? SPFCIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
ON THE FRONTIER, Tuesday. 

Sir Francis Humphrys, the British 
Minister to Afghanistan, Who, with the 
remainder of his staff from the British 
Legation at Kabul, landed at Peshawar 
yesterday in the last. machine of a flight 
of eight aeroplanes, which made what is 
presumably the final voyage of the evacun- 
tion, has been welcomed there by many 
soldier and civilian friends. 

The Air Force may now regard their 
mission of mercy accomplished, with con- 
summate skill and success. 

Up to Sunday night, when the German, 
French and Italian representatives were 
rescued, they had brought from Kabul 545 
souls in seventy-one trips undertaken for 
this purpose, while the final flights brings 
the total approximately to 600. 

In the course of two months one Vickers- 
Victoria aeroplane was lost, and the 
engine of one D.H. machine was scrapped, 
but these incidents almost enhance the 
glory of their record. 

In one case a Vickers-Victoria, with 
water in the petrol was landed with extra- 
ordinary airmanship on a small rock 
platform within a few yards of a two 
thousand feet precipice, while in another 
case, a machine riddled with fourteen 
bullets, was refitted with a fresh engine, 
brought from Peshawar, and reflown the 
following day. 

Not a single life was lost during the 
whole two months’ operations in appalling 
country. 

Whatever failure there may be to 
appreciate, this magnificerit achievement 
elsewhere, there is no question of the 
gratitude of the representatives of foreign 
nations themselves. | | 

The arrival of Sir Francis Humphrys 
happened to coincide within a few hours 
with the arrival at Peshawar of Nadir 
Khan. The latter remains at Peshawar 
resting quietly...To all comers he reiterates 
his ambition to prove a peacemaker in his 
distressed country. 

He denies, no doubt sincerely—for his 
health is obviously unequal to the strain 
—that he himself is a claimant to the 
Throne. Nevertheless, his appearance on 
the scene is unquestionably “a. most im- 
portant factor in the present situation as 
affecting the frontier province. 

King Amanullah is believed to be still 
at Kandahar, though contemplating a 
further withdrawal to Herat, possibly 
leaving ex-King Inayatullah behind, as 
previously he had done in Kabul. It is 
interesting that his personal retreat to- 
wards the Russian border has been 
balanced, by the prudent bestowal of his 
treasure ‘in the hands of his agents in 
British territory. 

Nadir Khan’s plans are certain to in- 
fluence his future movements, but no 
serious developments are likely, pending 
the simultaneous dispersal of the snows 
and the termination of the Moslem fast of 
Ramadan, ;

HISTORIC ACHIEVEMENT. 


Replying to the question by Commander 
Oliver Locker-Lampson (Con., Hands- 
worth) with regard to the removal of 
British residents from Kabul, Earl 
Winterton (Under-Secretary for India) 
read the following telegram irom Sir 
Francis Humphrys :— 

“The Royal Air Force have performed 
an historic achievement. They have con- 
veyed 568 pers’ ns in 82 aeroplanes, with- 
out a single mishap to passengers, since 
December 23rd, over mountainous country 
in the depth of winter at an average 
height of ten thousand feet. Conditions 
have always been difficult, and for the 
last two davs almost insuperable, on 
account of the heavy fall of snow.” 
(Cheers. ) 

Earl Winterton added that in the early 
days of the operations one machine was 
shot down over Kabul, though the pilot 
was, fortunately, unhurt, and had since 
rendered Sir Francis Humphrys invalu- 
able assistance. The Royal Air Force 
personnel had throughout flown over the 
wild border country anharmed. 

One machine had a forced landing 
through the engine actually freezing up 
whilst in flight, and its two occupants 
were ha aos? in the hands of tribes.

FINANCIAL RESOLUTION 
PASSED.

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
A. M. Samuel, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, moved a financial resolution, pro- 
posing to make permanent the arrangement 
ot 1926 between the British Government and 
the Government of Northern Ireland in re- 
spect of unemployment insurance in Northern 
Ireland. Under the arrangement the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland undertook to repay 
by instalments the excess debt on the 
Northern Ireland aes At Insuraricé 
Fund amounting to £ 42 000 aud that 
would ultimately result in a relief of the 
charge on the British Exchequer of £115,000 
a vear. He said that utemployment in 
Nortbern Ireland had been persistently greater 
than in Great Britain, and Great Britain 
had assumed responsibility for two-thirds of 
the debt on the fund, 

Mr. Snowden (Labour, Coltie Valley), 
taunted Mr, Churchill with having left the 
roposal of the resolution to Mr. Samuel. 
erhaps, he said, the courage of the Chan: 
cellor has now been fortified by the presence 
of the Prime Minister (who &s en entered), 
for it may be that the Prime Minister has 
entéred the House to prevent the Chancellor 
from repeating the humiliating spectacle of a 
week ago. (Labour laughter and cheers:) 

Mr. Snowden then pointed out that the 
existing agreement did not expire until 
March, 1930, and he asked why the agreement 
was to be made permanent twelve months in 
advance, The explanation, he said, is not 
difficult to find. The Tory Party to-day is 
what it was when Lord George Hamilton said 
that it was the business of the Tory Party 
to look after its friends. (Laughter.) We 
have in this proposal a confession by the 
Government that they do not expect to be 
in office in March 1940, and no doubt under 
the importunities of the Ulster loyalists they 
are making this poe now. We had an 
instance last week of the pressure which is 
being brodght to bear on the British Govern- 
ment. to hand over public money to their 
loyal friends in Ireland. The loyalty of the 
Irish Unionists is always measured by the 
amount of money they can extort from the 
British taxpayer. (Laughter.) ‘Ihe proposal, 
he added, was to hand over to Northern 
Ireland vast sams which might amount to 
& million pounds a year, without any contre! 
over the administration of the money. He 
moved an amendment, providing for “the 
repayment of any sums paid.” 

PLENTY OF VENOM. 

Mr. Churchill said that Mr. Snowden tad 
introduced the usual stream of charges and 
insinuations against the Goverument, and 
had imparted ‘plenty of venom, served 
up coid, and with an obvious lack 
of any real feeling behind what he 
kaid.”’ Under the operation of ua 
employment Insurance in Northern Ire- 
land the people there were worse off than the 
corresponding people in Great Britain, “I 
am certain, ” Mr, Churchill proceeded, "that, 
the Labour Party will make a mistake if, 
through prejudice against the Ulster Govern- 
ment, they take a wrong line in what is 
essentially a Labour question. If Mr. Snowden 
is always agaigst Ulstermen politically, why 
should he make ground against the working 
¢lass population and put them in an invidious 
position? What is this we hear of Labour's 
solidarity ? Workers of the world, unite. 
(Laughter.) He says ‘ Workers of the world, 
unite, but as far as these Ulstermen are 
concerned I have a down on them.”’ 

Who will win the next election depends on 
rocesses not yet determined—(Labour 
aughter)—-but it will not benefit the Labour 
Party for this small community in Northern 
Ireland to know that if by any chance Mr. 
Snowden and. his colleagues become responsible 
they will not get fair treatment—that he 
would be eager to give them a kick, and seo 
them come a cropper, and he would not be 
restraine@ in his malice by any consideration 
about the working-class population of this 
country. 

FREE STATE COINAGE. 

So far as 1 am concerned, continued Mr. 
Cherchill, I claim to be impartial. It was 
onlv last week that I was scarified to takin 
a particular view upon an Irish matter, which 
I adhere to, although | submit to the views 
of others. (Dersive Labour cheers.). The 
House will have to wait no longer than to- 
morrow to hear me make an answer on the sub- 
ject of coinage affecting the Irish Free State, 
which I have not the slightest doubt will 
bring upon me the — es of some mem- 
bers who represent Ulster. But I have been 
throughout earnestly desirous that in the 
settlement of all these Irish matters we 
should treat both Governments in such a way 
as to make a success of them. If ever there 
was a case in which we should be animated 
by a generous desire to help one of these 
Governments, it is this. (Ministerial cheers.) 

Mr. Wheatley (Labour, Shettleston) said 
that he found himself, for once, not able to 
see eye to eye with “‘ my friend and leader, 
Mr. Snowden.” (Cheers and laughter.) “I 
hate,” he proceeded, “the politics of the 
people of the North of Ireland; I detest the 
step they took when they insisted on 
partition. I believe, from my knowledge 
of Ireland, it 1s largely responsible íor 
the present position, and [ can see no 
prosperous future for Ireland until that slep 
is redressed. The question, however, which 
we have to decide is not one which affects 
the political character of Northern Ireland 
at All, and I cannot accept the view that we 
should take vengeance on the working people 
of that country. 

‘*I see no reason for opposing the proposal 
which the Government has made to-day. The 
people who will suffer are not the rich people 
i Jreland, but the quarter of a million of 
working people. I deluee to oppose the Go- 
vernment s proposal.’’ ir, otal cheers.) 


Mr. Buchanan (Labour, Gorbals), in sup- 
porting the views expressed by Mr. Wheatley, 
said that he hoped that the Labour Party 
was not trying to get into power Sy making 
the conditions of the se «te class worse 
than at present.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

The White City, where the British 
Industries Fair is held, must have been one 
of the coldest places in London this morning, 
but the cold did not prevent an unusually 
large attendance. The number of buyers 
visiting the Fair this year has greatly ex- 
ceeded any former record, and the business 
resulting should be remarkably good. 

Since the opening of the Fair there have 
been many additions to the gas stoves 
scattered about the many halle; but, in face 
of the intense cold, they are almost useless. 
To-day nearly every steve was surrounded by 
people tag. to get a little warmth, while 
chill breezes blew around them. 

The Irish Free State exhibit in the section 
devoted to the Empire Marketing Board has 
done extremely well, and there are great 
hopes of good trading resilis. There has 
been much enquiry as to tinned milk, which 
seems to be regarded as a new departure, 
while all the eggs exhibited were quickly 
acquired by ‘a great London store. The 
tweeds and woollens shown under the direc- 
tion of Miss Brennan have aroused great 
interest, and the demand has exceeded the 
expectations of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. These were much admired by the 
Queen during her tour of inspection last 
week. The Queen also paid particular atten. 
tion to the eggs, and appeared to be impressed 
by Mr. Amery’s declaration, that they were 
the finest to be found, and that the Irish 
Free State was the first country to go in for 
grading.

SIGNALMAN SERROH. 


MOVING OF WRONG LEVER. 


PUT TRAIN IN PATH OF 
EXPRESS. 


How a signalman, in a moment of forget- 
fulness, moved a lever that put a goods train 
in the path of an on-rushing London, Midland 
and Scottish express train with the result that 
a collision occurred, was described at the 
resumed inquest .at Alfreton, Derbyshire, 
on Monday on George Bullock, aged 59, and 
Eric Simms, aged ól, both of Leeds, who 
were driver and fireman of the express respec- 
tively. 

The accident occurred near Tibshelf on 
February 12, the express striking the freight 
train head-on. 

Mr. Alfred Oldham, a signals inspector. 
said that the moving of a lever which should 
have been left alone sent the goods train 
on to the down passenger line, instead of 
on to the up passenger line. The signalman 
must have pulled this lever at the time he 
pulled the others. The signals were: subse- 
quently found to be in perfect working order. 

James Frederick Cater, of Brockhurst 
street, Walsall, driver of the goods train, 
said that in the darkness he did not notice 
that they were on the wrong line until they 
got to Doe Hill Station, when he saw a net- 
work of rails between his train and the 
platform. He stopped and got off the foot- 
plate to warn the express. He ran in the 
direction of Tibshelf, but had not got very 
far when he saw the express approaching.. 
In the excitement he got hold cf the first 
lamp he could—a white lamp, but he did 
not think that the driver of the express saw 
it. He thought that the express was going 
at forty-five miles an hour at the time of the 
crash, 

Cater added that he did not remember much 
about the collision, as something struck him 
on the head. When he recovered conscious- 
ness he was lying in the six-foot way. 


SIGNALMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Henry Hammond, of Ashover Hay, near 
Chesterfield; the.signalman, eaid that when 
he ‘was instructed by the Westhouses Control 
Office, after 1 a.m., to set the goods train 
back off the goods line and send it up the 
main line, he asked» where the express was, 
and was told that it was forty minutes late. 
He thought that there was plenty of time. 

The Coroner—Did you put back levers 12, 
13, and 14 1—Yees, sir. 

What did you do, with No. 16?—I must have 
put back No. 16 as well. 

You do not remember doing it ?—No. 

If you had attended No. 25 there would not 
have been an accident '—No. 

Why did not you do it ’—I was-in a hurry 
to Et the goods train out of the way.

Then No. 16 would not be 
operated, But we are quite satisfied that, it 
was in a moment of forgetfulness, and that 
there was no gross negligence on his part.

DOCTOR’S LETTER IN 


BOOTH CORRESPONDENCE,

Among these letters is a private letter 
from myself to Mrs. Booth, which I had 
agreed that Mrs. Booth should show to 
Commander Booth, but for the publication 
of which no authority had been given 
either by Mrs. Booth or myself. 


REASON FOR HIS DECISION. 

“ Commander Booth is distressed that I 
objected to her seeing her brother. For 
some months now I have urged that the 
General should be spared, as far as 
possible, any agitating or distressing inter- 
views. As he knows that Commander 
Booth has been one of the prime movers 
in the agitation to depose him, and that 
his deposition on the grounds of physical 
incapacity was carried against all the 
medical evidence produeed to the High 
Council, and also that his sister was @ 
candidate for the vacancy caused by his 
deposition, it is obvious that a meeting 
with her could not be anything but ceeply 
distressing to an old man who is suffering 
from a shattering blow delivered by those 
on whose loyalty he had always felt he 
could depend.”

I helieve that the Keconomic Commitice 
appointed by President Cosgrave to examine 
the evonomic situation in the Free Siate har 
recently been investigating a proposal for á 
subsidy on wheat, and that draft reports 
representing the views of sections of the 
Committee are vow being prepared, 
Í So far as I can ascertain, the findings of ‘he 
Committee will eventuate in a majority report, 
subecribed and sponsored by the Government 
members of the Committee, and a minority 
report drafted by the Fianna Fai] members ot 
the Committee. The majority drait report 
already has been drawn up, and awaits con- 
sideration by the Committee. 

The questicn at issue is discussed from tke 

int of view of fixing a minimum price ior 

ome-grown wheat of the right quality tor 
milling. and also «f restricting flour imports 
by a tariff or otherwise. Having outlined the

history of wheat-growing in Ireland 
and exam ined in detail considera - 
‘tions which influence the farmer in 


deciding what area he will put under wheat, 
this report, I understand, concludes that the 
production of wheat is relatively a more 
precarious undertaking than that of either 
oats or barley. It adds that, unless the 
price of live stock and of live stock .com- 
modities falls considerably in relation to 
wheat, the provision of a subsidy for wheat, 
save at a prohibitive cost, would not secure 
anv considerable extension of wheat acreage, 

The report also suggests that a subsidy 
for wheat would eventually lead to demands 
for similar subsidies in connection with other 
forms of agricultural production, and ex 
presses the opinion that if the price of wheat 
were fixed at Ws. a barrel (the figure sug- 
gesied by those in favour of a scheme oi 
guaranteed prices) the increase in the area 
of wheat which would thereby be secured 
would be far short of that anticipated by 
them, and, moreover, the additional wheat 
would be grown almost entirely in substitu- 
tion of oats and barley. 
A subsidy for wheat grown for sale, -it ‘Is 
added, would discourage the retention vi 
wheat on the farm, a practice regarded by 
members of the Commiitee as highly undesir-

of Is. 3d. a barrel, to £935,000 in the case 
of a subsidy of 8s. 6d. a barrel, while the 
scheme would also involve the cost of collect 
ing thd home-grown wheat and distributing 1 
in due \propertion amongst the Irish mulls. 
Instead of the subsidy gradually decreasing, 
the vreater ita success the greater would le 
the amount to be paid by the communily. 
This takes no account of the adnunisirative 
difficulties involved. 
The establishment of a Wheat Control 
Board, with a large number of officials and 
stores, would be necessary. and some form 
of Government guarantee of capital and in- 
terest would be needed to inspire public con- 
Sdence. 
The Board would require to purchase the 
country’s total requirements in respect 
milling and seed wheat, and would have to 
purchase tne imports of flour, which would 
still be necessary to supplement the home- 
grown supply. | 
Its annual purchase would be in the neigh- 
bourhood of £5,500,000. Finally its opera- 
tions would probably mean that wnported 
wheat .and flour would have to be sold by 
the Board at a higher rate than the ordinary 
market price, and this would involve an in. 
crease in the price of flour and bread to the 
consumer.

In the unavoidable absence of the Presi- 
dent (Mr. Edgar Keatinge), Mr. J. F. 
Keatinge presided at the annual general 
meeting. 

DELEGATES WELCOMED. 
Mr. Keatinge welcomed ithe many dele- 


gates, after which Mr. John Sibthorpe pro- 
posed that Mr. Norman Allen be elected 
President for the coming year. 
My. H. M. Dockrell seconded, and 
Allen took the chair. . 

NEW PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
In the course of his inaugural address, Mr. 
Allen said that that day’s Convention was 
the thirty-first session of the National Asso- 
ciation of Master Painiers and Decorators of 
Ireland. With regard to the craft to which 
they belonged, it was a comforting thought 
to realise that they were engaged in labour 
which was for the benefit of mankind. They 
were each and all making the world a 
brighter and more beautiful place than they 
had found it. There was always pleasure—if 
not always profit—in work well done. Thev 
might not all be able to leave to the world 
works of high artistic meril, but they might 
at least put quality and taste into thew work. 
In the education and encouragement of the 
young craftsman great progress had heen 
made, and the werk of their apprentices fully 
justified the etforts of the Association. 
Decorative art had undergone many 
changes, and sume would regret that the 
modern tendency was against hand-work. The 
pencil was not often required, graining and 
warbling were considered ms RE gor, even 
stenciiling threatened to become a lost ar. 
Machine-made decoration, with plain painted 
woodwork, was seen everywhere. Mr. Allen 
went on to say that ihe age in which they 
lived was a commercial one, and difficult 
economic circumstances had tended to aggra- 
vate the decline im haud-produced and brain- 
produced decorations. ft Was not wise to 
fight against the spirit of the age. Modern 
methods of printing and scientific methods 
of manufacture had raised the standard of 
machine-inade reproductions, so that it was 
possible to have artistic decorations repro- 
duced and duplicated in great numbers at 
greatly reduced cost. 

PROGRESS ON TOP GEAR. 
There was everywhere abundant evidence 
that progress was driving on top gear: that 
they were in the midst of a vast transition, 
the true effects of which thev could not 
focus, because they were too near. The 
whirligig of time brought many changes, and 
in their craft it was necessary io keep pace 
with them. Mechanical devices were making 
their way into their craft, and the develop- 
ment of electricity in their country was 
bound, sooner or later. to have its ‘effect. 
it was childish to imagine their craft could 
resist the inroads of scientific invention. I 
did not require any great stretch of imagina.- 
tion to loresee the day when painters would 
arrive at a job equipped with small eclectric- 
ally-driven machines. Ceilings would he 
washed and coloured and walls stripped 
mechanically ; wood work would he rubhed 
down and walls glass-papered by revolving

machinery. Painting would be done by 
spraying, broken colour effects would he 
obtained by mechanical means, and 
ornament would be applied by rollers 
or other devices. It would be said 
that machines could vot work in confined 


spaces, but the vifficulty would be met by 
simply applying the ornamenié to such spaces 
as the machine could reach. 
While it was no harm for them to dally 
with imagination, it was essential for thei 
to face facts and ensure that they were pro; 
perly equipped to keep themselves and their 
crait up-to-date, in fullest sympathy with the 
progressive spirit which so prominently dis- 
tinguished their age. (Applause.) i 
Mr. John R. Chappell, President oí the 
Nationa] Federaíon of Master Painters of 
England and Wales, and Mr. Stuart Ander- 
son, Glasgow, extended the greetings of 
thew respective organisations to the Dublin 
Convention, 

THE REPORT. 
The Council”; report for 1928, read by Mr. 
Howard J. Dancan, showed that there was a 
serious decline in membership during the last 
few years. During the past year their reia- 
tions with their workers had been satisfac- 
tory, and no strike or lock-out had taken 
EE The present rates of wages were. 
iowever, uneconomic, and in the opinion of 
many the existing depression was largely due 
to that cause. In the Leinster area the 
matter was recently considered, and trade 
delegates invited to discuss it. There was. 
however, a disinclination on the part of the 
operatives to consider the cause, and, beyond 


a few Utopian suggestions, no solution 
was reached. The -representatives of the 


Whiteners’ Society admitted that wages were 
too high, and agreed that the solution lay in 
a teduction, 
With a view to reviving their Association 
in Northern Ireland, it was considered advis- 
able to take some steps for the re-constitn- 
tion of their Belfast branch. Unfortunately 
their hopes in this direction were doomed io 
disappointment, as it was found to be im- 
practicable to form an association. For 
many years the practice of emploving master 
painters to carry out the painting and deco- 
rating portions ot building contracts had 
fallen into abeyance, and builders had been 
doing most of this work themselves. The 
matter was at present under negotiation, and 
there was every reuson to hope that, as a 
result, painting work would in fnture be 
separated from building. 


DUBLIN WAGES. 
Mr. Keatinge said that he believed they 
were paying higher wages in Dublin than were 
being paid in Great Britain. In this con- 
nection the men claimed that the cost of 


living was higher here than in England. He 
thought, however, it was a tribute to the 


fairness and foresight of their trade and the 
building trade that they had not sought to 
reduce wages during a period when the 
country was in a troubled state, and when a 
dislocation of the trade would have added to 
the difficulties of the situation. 

On the motion of Mr. Orr, seconded I. 
Mr. Dockrell, the report was unanimously 
adopted.

Another attraction is “ My Ideal Room,” 
a series of studios and studys to the designs 
of ome _ well-known people . such as 
Lady Oxford, Lady Londonderry, Sir William 
Arbuthnot Lane, Sir William Orpen, Mr: 
Edmund Dulac, and Mr. William Morris. 
Lady Oxford’s room is representative of the 
late Lord Oxford’s library when he was 
Prime Minister. The decoration is cream, 
with chintz aud loose covers to give a note 
oí colour, The niahogany writing table is 
the main feature’ in the furnishing, with a 
simple Chippendale-desiga writing chair and 
a large settee, the whole presenting a room 
ot dizuity, but essentially a room for work. 
Lady Londonderry’s study is decorated and 
furnished as a study in a country house. 
The idea of the green wall decoration, simply. 
panelled and relieved with patches of dull 
gold, is to confer the necessary air of rest- 
fulness, while crimson curtains give a rote 
of richness. The room is furnished with 
choice pieces of furniture, reproductions of 
the pertod when walnut was the medium most 
favoured by Eniglish craitsmen. Sir William 
Orpen's studio is a replica on a smaller scale 
of lus own, and has a rubber floor.

The garden section of the exhibition is 
very beautifal, and include& ‘some very fine 
specimen rock gardens, old Dutch gardens, 
with a great deal of topiary work. Many 


thousands of flowering bulbs have been used 
to decorale the gardens. One of the finest 
exhibiis is the stand of the General Electric 
Company, where a marvellous range of elec- 
trical appliances is shown. All that is latest 
and best in electrical development is here, 
including a number of new electric cookers, 
fives, washers and fittings, such as self-pro- 
tecting kettles, a dish-washing machine, a 
revolving ironer avd a mechanical cream- 
maker. 

The Empire Marketing Board has a beauti- 
ful hall, in which a great number of the 
Dominions are represented. Both the Trish 
Free State and Northern Ireland have stalls 
in this section, and, although the space is 
somewhat limited, they manage te make most 
effective displays of Trish produce.

| PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND 
(LASS DISTINCTION, 


VIEWS OF HARROW’S 
HEADMASTER, 


Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmaster of Harrow, 
was @ speaker last night in a Cambridge 
Union debate on the motion—‘*That this 
House, believing that the present system of 
education in England must perpetuate class 
distanction, demands its reorganisation on a 
national basis. - . 

The proposer, Mr. K. Adam, Rt. John 
College, said that the public schools had 
diminished rather than increased the sym- 
pathy between the classes. 7 

‘The public schoolboy,” he said, “ comes 
into eontact with the outside world onlv 
periodically and casually. So you find the 
pablic salibolbor meeting the bey from 4 
difierent class, and finding between him and 
that boy no common interest whatever. That 
explains, to my mind, the failure in their 
primary functions ef such institutions as the 
Duke ef York's camp.”’ : 

Dr. Norwood, in opposing the resolution, 
said thaí old public schools had provided the 
most original and successful  cofitributions 
which had been made to education in Eng- 
land. He believed that mass production was 
the last thing that ought to be introduced 
in any part of education. Under the system 
advocated in the resolution there would he no 
best schools, and that equality of opportunity 
for which we were told we must strive would 
be destroyed '' Why, "- he asked, “is if; 
necessary for all the monkeys in the forest to 
have tails of exactly the same length?” Eton 
and the great English boarding schools at the 
present moment were bursting with mitiative 
and life. 

The motion was carried bv two votes—237 
for, and 235 against.

STONE AGE RAZOR 


DISCOVERED IN SOMME 
EXCAVATIONS. 


Many ‘museum drawings representing 
Neolithic men with shaggy beards are 
threatened by the latest French archmological 
discovery. A Stone Age instrument hailed as 
the “ancestor of the razor” has been dis- 
covered by M. Dharvent, the scientist, in 
excavations at Moutieres-les-Amiens, in the 
Somme. 
The instrument is a short and decidedly 
dull knife of unpolished stone, bot differing 
from similar instruments previously found in 
the peculiar angle at which the handle is 
fashioned. It obviously was fashioned for 
none of the ordinary usages attributed to 
Stone Age tools found in abundance in the 
neighbourhood.

Alternatively, he pleaded that 
Sultan was not worth the 15,000 francs asked 
for extracting the bullet, particularly as he 
had subsequently died. 

Last year the Lower Court appointed a com- 
mission of veterinary surgeons to investigate. 
Their report showed that Dr. Dennier had 
been called in with the full authority of the 
circus owner, and that the operation had been 
dangerous, “because the practitioner was 
bitten and clawed by the patient.”’

id, and in 1923 the amount a“ by the 

overnment was increased to 75 per cent. 
Under the Act which had just passed through 
the English Parliament, land would be de- 
rated entirely. 

If England could do it, so could Ireland. 
They of the County Councils had made pro- 
posals to the Government about which he 
was not very sanguine, and he was afraid 
that the Minister for Agriculture would not 
take any action this year. 


ROAD FINANCE SCHEME. 
Another question which the County Councils 
had put before the Ministry was that of 
roads. The motor car had come to stay, but 
its advent had meant a big loss to the farmer. 
Formerly the farmer en Xasr the horse and 
its forage, and the horse supported numerous 
other trades, but everything connected with 
the motor car had to be imported. The 
country received nothing in return. Some 
ears ago he brought a deputation from 
lops to the Government, and if at that 
time the Government had to put 
a tariff of 35 per cent. on imported tyres, 
Dunlops were prepared to start a factory in 
Ireland—very probably in County Wicklow. 
The Government refused at the time. Since 
then they had imposed the tax, but it was too 
late, and Ireland had no rubber factory. 
Ireland had to accept the motor car, but 
why should the farmer be asked to make 
roads for it? The motor had done great work 
in competing with the railway, but the 
railway gave a vast amount of employment 
and made its own road. This year the rail- 
ways were given reduced valuation, with the 
result that County Wicklow had to foot a 
bill of £750, equivalent to a rate of 1id.-in 
the £. Wicklow County Council had told the 
Government, and would continue to do so, 
that they would not strike a rate for roads in 
future, and he hoped the other counties in 
ireland would follow Wicklow’s example. Mr. 
Frame submitted a scheme whereby the tax 
on motors would be transferred to petro] and 
whereby all revenue derived in any way 
from motors would be capitalised and devoted 
to the upkeep of the roads of the country. 
The Pn nga was to raise a loan of 
£20,000, over ten or fifteen years, and 
make concrete roads on which both the motor 
and the farmer’s horse could travel. If the 
Government would do this he knew two firms 
ready to come to Ireland to manufacture 
concrete.

We do not like to be kept 
waiting at the opportune time for sow- 
ing, knowing the wisdom in our uncer- 
tain climate of taking the first oppor- 
tunity, and feel neither safe nor happy 
until seeds as yet in the shop, or at 
Jeast such as we have on our little list 
of requirements, are in the home cu 
board to hand. Sowings must now 
made on the earliest opportunity afforded 
by dry surface soil conditions to get in 
Peas, Broad Beans, Onions and Parsnips, 
the two former for early supplies, to be 
followed by later maincrops in three 
weeks, Onions and Parsnips for the main- 
crop.

After six months, the dispute that arcs 
between the County Wicklow Joint Tech I 
Instruction Committee and. the Free State 
Local Government Department, in regard to 
the appointment of Mr. Painting as. Pri TH neipal 
ana Secretary of the Committee, has been 
adjusted. T he Committee had ob je« ihed to the 


appointment of Mr: Painting, as recommended 
by the Appointments Commissioners, and the 
Department refused to recognise the Com: 
mittee. 

At the meeting of the Technical Committee 
last Tuesday, the opinion of Mr. Ryan, Bart 
rister-at- Law, was read, and Mr. fHrennan 
proposed :'—' ‘That, having reviewed the con: 
troversy between the Department and 
Committee, we deem it judicious to bring the 
matter to an amicable ending by agreeing to 
the selection oí Principal and Secretar I 
commended by the Appointments Comm! 
sioners. We do this in the interests ' f techs 
nical education in the county, fearing | that @ 
long controversy might materially retard its 
progress. 

Mr. Barry seconded. He held that the 
majority of the Committee had been misled 
last August into thinking they had power '@ 
make the appointment. 

Mr. Byrne denied this, and said that the’ 
all knew their position, and no influence had 
been brought to bear by him on any member. 
He recounted that they refused to accept Mr. 
Painting because the Commissioners had m- 
creased the age limit ; he was too old for 
their county, and he ‘had no knowled-e of 
Irish to superintend their big scheme. [Ile 
had never introduced politics or religion into 
an appointment; but the Department w29 
practically ruining technical education in this 
county; for he would use his full power on 
the Council, if this appointment were made, 
to have no rate struck next year for tec shnical 
education. He was not threatening, but ex 
plaining his position candid] 

By seven votes to three the resolution was
